Cabbage

the earliest of all larger heading cabbages. Many market growers have

early with few outside leaves.

Tomatoes, Wilt Resistant 


In sections where fungous and bacte- 
rial diseases are prevalent in this crop, 
resistant varieties should be chosen to 
insure a normal yield.
